He then moved to Johnstown, where 
he worked in the Benschof mills, which 
were located where the Cambria steel 
works now stand. He lived in Johns- 
town nine years; from there he moved 
to Ohio and was engaged in milling at 
Minerva, Stark county. 


in 1863 he went to Oil City, Pa. There 


he conducted a feed store and specu- 
lated in oil, in which he was very sue 
cessful. In one day he and his part- 
ner made $90,000 in an oil land specu- 
lation. 
After living there two years 


he sold his claim and moved to Patton- 
ville, where he purchased a valuable 
tract of land from Andrew Spanogle. 
He was engaged in farming and in con- 
ducting a general merchandise store 
and a flouring mill for some time. He 
sold the store in 1870 and about ten 
years ago Jacob S. Brown bought the 
mill. 
Through Mr. Aaron's efforts, 


the name of the little town was chang- 
ed from Pattonville to Loysburg. He 
lived in Loysburg thirty-eight years. 


He was married to Citharine Moser 


on February 28,1853, by Rev. William 
Gsphart, of Bedford. They celebrated 
their 50th anniversary on the 23th of 
last February. He is survived by his 
wife, seven children and twenty-one 
grandchildren. The children are Mra. 
Lee Wilkinson, of Altoona; Mrs. Tobias 
Campbell, of Martinsburg; Sherman 
Aaron and Harry Aaron, of Altoona; 
Mrs. Henry Brown, Mrs. Preston Fur- 
ry and Daniel Aaron, of Loysburg. He 
was a brother of James Asroa, of 
Chaneysville. 


Funeral services were held in the 


Methodist church at Loysburg. Rev.

MURDERER AND SUICIDE 


Was William J. Cogan, a Furnace-Man Who 


Formerly Lived at .Saxtim 
Ills Victim 


Was Ills Wife. 


The principals in the awful tragfdy 


at Hyndman on Thursday of last week 
were Mr. and Mrs. William J. Organ, 
and not Mr. and Mrs. Calvin R'tche.y, 
as it was generally believed hero until 
five or six hours after the fatal shots 
were flred. The first report of the sad 
affair seemed to be so well foundftd 
that no one questioned its accuracy 
and all the additional information we 
could obtain confirmed the previous 
account. As soon as we learned that 
the parties were not Mr. and Mra. 
Ritchey wo stopped our press and tele- 
graphed to Hyndman to learn the 
truth, When word came that the mur- 
derer and his victim were William J. 
Cogan and his wife, who was the 
widow of Thomas Troutman, late of 
Bedford, deceased, our first impulse 
was to "kill" the article in TEE GA- 
ZKTTE, but then it occurred to us that 
it would be better to let it stand and 
add to it the telegram we received 
from Hyndman, so that it would show 
that a mistake had been made and cor- 
rect the impression made by the ac- 
counts in the Inquirer, and THE GA- 
ZETTES which had already been prial- 
ed.

Mrs. William J. Cogan waa a daughter 


of William Cam and was born in King 
township about 43 years ago.

Found Dead In a Field. 


Poinx, April 1 —William Smith was 


found dead in one of Howard Kin ton's 
fields Tuesday forenoon. The young 
man had been working for Mr. Kinton 
and had been sent to drag some posts 
along where it was intended to make 
fence. 
Some time after, the horse 


that Smith used to drag' the posts 
came to the stable, and Mr. Kinton, 
knowing that the young man was sub- 
ject to falling fits, went out to the 
field and found him lying with his 
face in the grass dead. The deceased 
was a son of John A. Smith, of near 
this place. An inquest was held by 
'Squire Seifert, of Mann's Choice, the 
verdict of the jury being that the de- 
ceased died from epileptic fits. He 
was about 19 years old, a quiet, in- 
dustrious young man. 


The murder and suicide occurred in 


the office of the National House, Hynd- 
man, 
which is conducted by Mrs. Dom- 


inick Link, oi Ellerslie. Cogan and 
his wife arrived at Hyndman in the 
morning- and after visiting one or two 
of the hotels there in a fruitless effort 
to get lodging, they finally went to 
the National, where they got their 
dinner. 
After paying for the meal 


Cogan, accompanied by the woman, 
went to the Pennsylvania depot and, 
about 3.15 o'clock, asked Agent Hard- 
man for a ticket to Bedford, but subEe- 
quently had it changed to Saxton. His 
telescope was checked to the same 
place. While in the ticket office Cogsn 
and his companion kept up a quarrel 
.which bfg-an several hours before, the 
former being under the influence of 
liquor. After the ticket had been pur- 
chased the woman went to the National 
Bouse and Cogan went up street. He 
asked a citizen where the nearest hard- 
ware store was, and upon receiving the 
information, entered W. J. Sheavly's 
store and ask2d for a revolver, statinp 
that he was in a hurry, as he wanted 
to go to Saxtoa on the train. 
From 


the weapons which Mr. Sheavly show- 
ed him he selected a six-shot, 33- 
calibre Harrington and Richardson re- 
volver, which the merchant loaded for 
him. 
After paying So for the pistol, 


Cogan placed it ia his pocket and went 
to the National House, where his wife 
was waiting. 


About half past two o'clock Mr. and 


Mrs. Cogan, still quarreling, left for 
the station. When the train approach- 
ed they kissed each other several times 
and when the cars came to a stand- 
still they walked to the steps of the 
smoking car, where the woman again 
kissed Cogan. The latter went into 
the ear and Mrs. Cogan returned to the 
hotel. 


After the train started Cogan got 


off the car and went back to the Na- 
tional House. Entering the office of 
the hotel unobserved, he walked up to 
where his wife was sitting on a chair 
and said, "You didn't get rid of me 
as quick as you thought you would. I 
am back again." The woman warned 
him not to make any trouble, or he 
would be arrested. "You know what 
you did," she continued. He replied, 
"You 
are my wife, ain't you ?" Mrs, 


Cogan made no reply, but when he 
asked her to give him good-by she did 
BO, Cogan then searched the pockets 
of his coat and trousers and finally 
found his revolver. He said, "You are 
my wife and I can prove it." 
He then 


placed the pistol against her forehead 
and pulled the trigger. 
The ball 


pierced the woman's brain, killing her 
instantly. 
After killing his wife the 


murderer placed the revolver against 
his right temple and fired. He ditd 
about 12 minutes later. 


Justice of the Peace F. J. Carpenter 


selected the following citizens as a 
jury to view the bodies and ascertain 
the cause of their death: S. J. Noel, 
S. Raley, C. E. Smith, C. R. Rhodes, J. 
Sides and C. W. Weyant. The jury 
examined several witnesses and then 


pened a trunk belonging to the dead 
woman. In it they found some wear- 
ng apparel, a lot of bed clothes, photo- 
graphs, letters, a hatchet, etc. In the 
jottom was an old marriage certificate 
ssued at Bedford in 1880 and contain- 
ng the names of Ida E. Carn and 


A MJraoulous Escape. 


Our fellow-townsman, J. C. Roberts, 


has kindly furnished us with the fol- 
lowing account of an accident which 
happened at Roaring Spring last week: 


Oa March 26 S. U. Troutmaa, Charles 


Hershberger and D W. Mock, started 
from their homes near Messiah church 
in Bedford township to go to Roam- 
ing Spring with two wagon loads of 
household goods belonging to Mr. 
Mo^k,who moved to said town on March 
31. All went well till they reached the 
place of their destination. Approach- 
ing the railroad from the south side 
they found a freight train shifting and 
the crossing blocked, They stopped at 
Long's store until the crossing was 
cleared by the train moving above the 
crossing, stopping with just enough 
room to clear the crossing. 
Then 


Hersbberger and Mock, being in front, 
proceeded to cross, but stoppad to see 
if the freight had coma to a standstill, 
or if another waa approaching; and 
being satisfied 
that there 
was no 


danger from the freight and not hear- 
ing the approach of the passenger 
train from Martiasburg, crossed in 
safety. Troutmau, who was close be- 
hind them in a cov :rad wagon, driving 
three horses, took it for granted that 
all was safe and followed. While he 
was nearing the track the Martins- 
burg train came swiftly down grade 
behind the freight, or on the opposite 
side. The front horse had crossed the 
track and the two nearest the wagon 
were directly on the track when the 
engine of the passenger train struck 
them, cutting the front horse off with- 
out any apparent injury, badly injur- 
ing the one nearest the engine and 
killing the one on the opposite side 
from the approaching train; and in 
some mysterious way caught the end 
of the wagon tongue and hauled it 
alongside of the engine thirty or forty 
yards, or until the train was brought 
to a stop, doing scarcely any damage 
to the wagon and not hurting Trn«» 
.uau, uuc unver, m tne least. Hare is 
where the miraculous or unseen influ- 
ence was exerted.

The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
as follows: 


We find that on the 26th day of March 


1903, Mrs. Ida E. Cogan was instantly killei 
by a 32-calibre bullet flrei into her head 
from a revolver in the hands of William J 
Cogan, her husband, wilfully committet 
with evil intent, at 2.50 o'clock p. m., i 
the office of the National hotel, at Hynd- 
man, Pa. And that at the same time and 
place ths said William J. Cogan did wil- 
fully take his own life by a revolver shot 
self-inflicted, the bullet entering his head 
through the right temple.

April 1.—All mortgag- 


es or defeasible deeds in the nature 
of mortgages made or to be made or 
executed for any lands, tenements or 
hereditaments within this common- 
wealth shall .have priority according to 
the date of recording the same with 
out regard to the time of making or 
executing the same, and it shall be the 
duty of the recorder toendorse the time 
upon the mortgage or defeasible deeds 
when left for record and to number 
the same according to the time when 
they are left for record, and if two or 
more are left upon the same day they 
shall have priority according to the 
time they are left at the office for 
record, and no mortgage or defeasible 
deed in the nature of a mortgage shall 
be a lien until such mortgage or de- 
feasible deed shall have been recorded 
or left for record. This act destroys 
the act of 1820 so far as the provision 
in Eaid act is concerned which reads as 
follows: That no mortgage given for 
the purchase money of the land so 
mortgaged shall be effected if the same 
be recorded within sixty days from the 
time of execution of the same. 


An act regulating the taxing of dogs 


reads as follows: That the township 
assessor shall be required at the time 
of assessing the property of each prop- 
erty-holder of his township as now re- 
quired by law to make diligent inquiry 
as to the numbar of dogs owned, bar- 
fa ired or kept by the person so assessed. 
And such as assessed shall pay imme- 
diately to the township the sum of 
one dollar for each male dog or spayed 
female dog and the sum of two dollars 
for each additional male dog or spayed 
female dog and the sum of three dol- 
lars for each female dog so owned, 
harbored or kept. And any person who 
shall keep or harbor any dog and shall 
not have paid the township assessor 
she tax as above specified, shall, upon 
t lie complaint of any resident of the

English cxplorcih ind scientists ba^e 


brought back a senes of luunkiole 
specimens, of Maori tattooing from tlio 
Interior of New Zeal uid The most as 
tomshing designs «ere found on the 
faces of tlie \\ omen 


The faces and bodies of the women 


are so covered witb these blue marks 
that tiles look as, if they bad on a tight 
fitting chint? dress 


The instrument employed in tattooing 


to obtain tlie deep furrows is usually 
made of bone lia\ Ing a sharp edge like 
a chisel and shaped in the fashion of a 
garden hoe Another style is made of a 
shark's tooth 


The tattooing of the women is com 


menced when about the age of fifteen 
or eighteen and continues until they 
reach middle age Most of the masters 
of the art ire professionals who go 
from village to village and are highly 
paid for their sei vices 
Tlie pattern 


about to be engrued is first outlined 
on the face with a small stick dipped in 
powdered clnrcoil 
after which the 


skin is gisliLd and tlie coloring or pig 
ment is introduced into tlie cut flesh 
with a stick dipped into tlie liquid

ally the resin of a certain tree w hich 
is burned powdoied aud comet ted into
